Gentl  emen , 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  annual  report  for  the 
year  1952  to  whiGh  is  added  the  annual  report  of  the  Surveyor 
and  Sanitary  Inspector. 

The  general  health  of  the  district  has  been  very 
satisfactory. 

Statistics  show  a  birth  rate  of  18.5  and  death  rate 
8.5  compared  with  15*5  and  11.5  respectively  for  the  Country 
as  a  whole.  Pour  still  births  were  recorded,  there  were  no 
deaths  from  maternal  causes. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  has  been  low 
except  for  an  epidemic  of  measles  from  which  however  there 
were  no  deaths  and  only  cue  case  was  admitted  to  hospital. 

Ho  cases  of  d'.phtheria  or  scarlet  fever  were  notified. 

Four  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  notified  as  compared 
with  8  during  1951. 

27  Council  houses  have  been  completed  and  a  further  58 
were  in  the  course  of  erection.  The  Council  have  now  built 
241  houses  since  the  war. 

From  the  Surveyor’s  report  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
main  concern  of  the  district  is  the  lack  of  a  main  sewerage 
system  and  I  consider  this  matter  to  be  of  very  considerable 
concern.  With  the  low  lying  nature  of  the  area  relying  on 
dykes  for  drainage  of  surface  water  it  is  virtually 
Impossible  to  continue  building  houses  without  causing 
serious  conditions  unless  main  drainage  systems  be  installed 
in  the  larger  villages 0

I  beg  to  present  my  annual  report  for  the  year  1952.

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  Council  had  erected  241 
houses  since  the  war  and  now  own  a  total  of  451  houses  and 
4  temporary  bungalows.  This  is  approximately  one  fifth  of 
the  total  number  of  houses  in  the  district. 

Maintenance  work  on  Council  Houses 

External  painting  to  210  pre-war  houses  and  20  post-war 
houses  was  commenced  during  the  latter  part  of  the  year.  The 
work  is  being  carried  out  by  contract. 

A  considerable  amount  of  repair  work  to  doors  and 
windows  has  been  found  necessary  after  old  paint  had  been 
burnt  off. 

Other  items  of  expenditure  with  the  pre-war  houses  has 
been  the  provision  of  new  grates  and  rain  water  tanks.  I11 
connection  with  the  post-war  houses  the  chief  items  of 
expenditure  are  the  renewal  of  fire-baskets,  fire-bricks, 
repairs  to  filed  surrounds  to  grates,  and  repairs  to  hot 
water  systems.

The  general  position  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  much  the 
same  as  stated  in  my  annual  report  for  1951 •  The  permission 
from  the  Ministry  to  proceed  with  the  scheme  for  Eye  was 
temporarily  withdrawn  but  the  work  has  (at  the  time  of  writing 
this  report)  been  commenced. 

The  conditions  in  other  parts  of  the  district  are  rapidly 
worsening,  despite  all  efforts  by  this  department  to  mitigate, 
by  continuous  cleansing  of  the  dykes,  the  nuisances  arising 
from  offensive  odours  from  stagnant  sewage,  and  the  pollution 
of  water  courses..  The  only  satisfactory  solution  is  the 
provision  of  proper  systems  of  sewage  collection  and  disposal 
for  the  whole  of  the  district.  It  is  hoped  that  schemes 
already  prepared  by  the  Council  may  be  commenced  in  the  near 
future,  as  romp  or  ary  schemes  may  not  only  prove  costly  to 
maintain,  but  may.  in  a  short  time,  become  inefficient  and 
add  considerably  to  the  existing  nuisances. 

Further,  the  inefficient  treatment  of  the  sewage  and 
its  discharge  into  various  ditoh.es  and  water  courses,  may  under 
certain  conditions  bo  a  menace  to  health* 


Water  Supply 

The  total  quantit  of  water  purchased  during  the  year  has 
been  58?  545,000  gallons  as  against  50,  580,000  gallons  for  the 
year  1951,  This  1  ci r go  incroa  se  is  due  to  the  dry  summer, 
supplies  to  new  houses  and  fields,  and  an  increase  in  fractures 
in  mains  and  services,  chiefly  at  Hewborough  and  Borough  Eon. 

57  new  services  have  been  connected  to  mains  during  the 
year  chiefly  to  new  houses  (including  Council  Houses)  and 
Building  Sites, 

Petroleum  (Regulations)  Act  1928  &  1956 

40  licences  were  granted  during  the  year  to  store 
Petroleum  Spirit  for  private  usage  or  for  sale. 

The  amount  of  fees  collected  in  respect  of  licences 
issued  amounted  to  £25 o  10,  0.
